1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Bruggers 
(NPL documents from the IDS submitted 3/9/2011) and Lehreider (U.S. Patent No. 

6,1 38,938) are considered to be the closest prior art to the instant invention. The prior 
art does not teach, and it would not have been obvious to modify the prior art with, first 
and second laterally spaced web processing machines and a reel preparation station 
between the first and second web processing machines. 

2. Claims 91 , 93, 1 00, 1 01 , 1 1 8-1 23, 1 26, 1 31 , 1 32, 1 34, 1 35, 1 45-1 50, 1 54-1 56, 
and 1 68 are allowable. Claims 90, 1 02-1 06, 1 1 1 -1 1 7, 1 24, 1 25, 1 27, 1 57, 1 60-1 63, 1 66, 
and 167, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, require all the limitations of an allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures 
set forth in MPEP § 821 04(a), the restriction requirement among inventions 
restricted for lack of unity, as set forth in the Office action mailed on May 27, 
2009, is hereby withdrawn and claims 90, 1 02-1 06, 1 1 1 -1 1 7, 1 24, 1 25, 1 27, 1 57, 1 60- 
163, 166, and 167 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 
CFR 1 .104. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.
